Congrt'ss pri>h<» l)ly has nnich more i» npi)rtaiit things 
to do than trv to figure out what President Rooseveh 
meant by some of tiie thm<TS he said in his lUidget Mes­ 
sage. 
Ihe budget itseli. to use the f^rt*sident’s own wtnd. 
is entirely “tentiUive.” 
War costs c\re estimated to drop somewhat, ahliougii 
not in the amoiint of $ 1 
000.000,000 which would ap­ 
pear at hrst glanc(*. 
large share ot this apparent reduc­ 
tion is made up by carry-over ftincls appropriated in the 
past but not yet s^x*nt. 
If the wi\r ends quick ly, the President’s estimate w'ill 
prove iar too high. If the war gets tougher, it will be too 
low. 
\X hat the President did was to tak e an intermediate 
hgure on war costs low enough to give the entire budget 
the appt'arance of a reduction from the present level <^f 
expt'nditures. 
\\ ith this leeway, he was able lo give more money 
to certain pet New Deal bureaucrats— without raising the 
cipparent total. 
Rut the hgines ot the budget itselt do not lx*gin to 
tell the true story of proposed New Deal expenditures. 
In his messfige, the [^resident urges a long list of new 
and extended bureaucratic activities not accounted for in 
the budget. 
Carrying t>ut any appreciable number of 
these would push the cost of goveriunent to an all-time 
high. ^

“Our program should include f)rovision lor exteridt‘d 
social security, including medical care; for the improve­

This is more optimistic than accurate. 
If Congress runs the budget through the wringer of 
war needs, a good many billions of dollars in suggested 
non-war expenditures can be squeezed out.
